The United Methodist Church of Co­ 
lumbia and Orange is celebrating its 
one hundred fiftieth anniversary during 
the week of August 20-27 and the public 
is invited to come share in this happy 
occasion. 
The church is located on the North 
SI reel in Orange, and had as its origin a 
class organized, in 1822. Rev. John Ha­ 
vens. a "local preacher, held the first 
church service in the home of Judge 
Gregg about one and a half miles west 
of Orange in Rush County. The site of 
this first church is on the present farm 
home ol J. F. Scholl. 
Members of the congregation consist­ 
ed of Judge 
Gregg and wife, Samuel 
Rounds and wife. Noah Dawson and wife, 
Mrs. Sarah George. Hugh Wilson, Thom­ 
as Dawson, John Merrick, Sr., and John 
Merrick, Jr. 
These first meetings were conducted 
in a wagon shop owned by John Merrick. 
Meetings were held here until the first 
of 1838 when a church was erected. This 
building is now “The Old Town Hall,” or 
gymnasium in Orange. 
The present church was erected in 
1872 at a cost of $3,000. The Rev. Dr. An­ 
derson, president of the Asbury Univer­ 
sity, officiated at its dedication. 
During the past 150 years, the church 
has been a part of many changes. During 
these years three denominations of the 
Methodist Church have united. The 
Methodist Episcopal, the United Method­ 
ist, and the Methodist Church combined. 
The church has been a part of five con­ 
ferences: Ohio. Illinois, Indiana, South­ 
east Indiana, and South Indiana. It has 
been included in nine districts: Miami, 
Madison, Indianapolis, Centerville, Con- 
ersville, Brookville, Rushville, Greens- 
burg, and New Castle. 
The church was organized in 1822 the 
same year as the Connersville Circuit 
under the presiding eldership of Alex­ 
ander Cummins. In a diary kept by Mr. 
Wood, the circuit rider in the new Con­ 
ference, the preaching places were es­ 
tablished on the circuit that year and in­ 
cluded Connersville, Hardy’s, and the 
Gregg Meetinghouse. Gregg’s is now the 
Orange church and Hardy’s is Columbia. 
The minister traveled (according to his 
diary) two thousand, two hundred and 
fiftv miles, preached two hundred and 
eighty-eight times and received for his 
year’s salarv fiftv dollars! He traveled on 
horseback and for his efforts he was 
made an ordained deacon by Bishop 
Roberts in 1823. 
The 
church has had many talented 
preachers. Prominent among them was 
a James 
Con well from Maryland who 
settled near the town of Laurel. He is 
said to have been the first man ever 
knowTi to have kept the Sabbath while 
driving hogs to Cincinnati! 
To review the past history of the 
church is to review' the pattern of the 
Christian faith during those years. In 
former years the church boasted a thriv­ 
ing Sunday School, Epworth League, 
weekly prayer meetings and some of the 
finest Christian women and men for 
teachers found anywhere. 
Today the membership is 33 and the 
oldest member is 
Margaret Medd, age 
93. of Glenwood. The church meets all 
of its conference appointments each year 
and has gone over the goal for the Fund 
for Reconciliation. The Rev. Robert 
Barnard is the present minister. The 
church is currently being redecorated 
for the Sesquicentehnial week.

This week we are dealing with the dif­ 
ference between infirmities and sin in 
the life of a Christian. It is important to 
our own peace of mind and welfare of 
soul that we learn to distinguish between 
infirmities and carnality. 


An infirmity is any frailty, disorder or 
limitation resulting from our state of 
imperfection as fallen human beings. But 
sin or carnality is the deliberate choice 
of wrong, and back of the choice is mal­ 
ice toward God or man with malicious in­ 
tent. regardless of w'hether or not the in­ 
tention ever finds expression. 


Infirmities are not in themselves sins. 
There are infirmities of the physical, 
mental and spiritual. We have listed 
some examples of physical and mental 
infirmities over the past two days; to­ 
day let us have a look at some spiritual 
infirmities. 


By spiritual infirmities we mean im­ 
perfections shown in the human spirit. 
The human nervous system is a mystery 
conjoining the physical and the mental 
and the spiritual. It is the most delicate 
mechanism known to man. While it is our 
best friend, there are times when it seems 
that it becomes our worst enemy. An up­ 
set nervous system can make a Christian 
act almost inconsistent with his faith. 
Frayed nerves can play havoc with the 
human spirit. The conduct of such af­ 
flicted people is often judged by others 
as being sinful — that is, anger, bitter­ 
ness, unkindness, meanness. An over­ 
taxed nervous system will sometimes 
cause moods and actions and emotions 
that resemble carnal impatience. The 
nerves affect the mind and body, and 
these affect our conduct. Therefore, we 
should be charitable with those who are 
u n k in d . At least we should not judge 
them, just as we would not wish to be 
judged by them.

Butz Predicts 
Price Of Meat 
Will Decline 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio (A P) 
— 
The buyer for an Ohio m eat­ 
packing firm says a $2-per-hun- 
dredweight beef price drop pre­ 
dicted by Agriculture Secretary 
Earl Butz. means a housewife 
buying m eat would pay almost 
10 cents less per pound. 


Butz predicted the $2-per-hun- 
dredweight drop will be a fact 
by November. 
He 
made the 
statement Tuesday at a news 
conference in Columbus, where 
he also addressed the annual 
convention 
of 
the 
American 
Soybean Association. 


Jack Davis, a buyer for the 
Ohio Packing 
Co., 
said beef 
prices in the past three weeks 
already have recorded one drop 
of $2 per hundredweight. 
That 
price 
drop, 
he 
said, 
means: 
—That 
a 
1,000-pound 
steer 
brings in $20 less at a sale than 
before the drop. 
—A 
wholesaler 
selling 
the 
600-pound carcass of that steer 
gets $12 less. 
—On the supermarket level, 
“ percentage 
wise, 
the 
price 
should come down by 6 to 8 per 
cent.” 


That means that a steak sell­ 
ing at $1.79 a pound would drop 
to about $1.69 a pound. 


Davis said red. m eat is un­ 
fairly blamed for contributing 
to high price costs. And he 
blamed the meat-price drop on 
oversupply and hot weather. 
“ People don’t eat the same in 
hot 
weather,” 
he 
explained. 
“The ladies don’t like to cook, 
and the men don’t feel like eat­ 
ing a big m eal.” 
The price drop adversely af­ 
fects a meat-buying: firm, ik e 
his, Davis sad, “ Because farm­ 
ers don’t like to take a cheaper 
price. So they hang on to the 
animals 
longer, 
waiting 
for 
prices to change. 
“Meanwhile, 
the 
animals 
tend to get overfat. And when 
you buy an overfat steer and 
trim away fat, you’re trimming 
away profit.” 
Culprits 
behind 
high 
food 
costs, 
Davis 
maintained, 
are 
things like “cigarettes, or beer, 
or packaged meat. Those are 
things that really cost you.” 
At his news conference, Butz 
said the falling meat prices up­ 
hold his contention that “Fond 
is not expensive.” 
And he told newsmen that 
farm ers are still in good shape 
despite the price drop. 
Butz added that beef is the 
principal barometer for house­ 
wives when it comes to food 
prices.

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Garbage Collection Doesn’t 
Worry Most Big Cities In China 


By WES GALLAGHER 


PEKING (AP) — Governing 
a large city in China is not 
looked upon as a major prob­ 
lem as it is in the United States 
— they simply break the city 
down into a number of self-gov­ 
erning units.

A self-governing district here 
in West Peking demonstrates 
bow the system works.

It has six 
factories and 14,300 residences.

one or two rooms occupied by 
each family. Cooking is done 
outside for the most part, on

Hoosier, Death Row Inmate, Upholds Supreme Penalty 


MARION, Ind. (AP)—A man 
who spent four years on death 
row at the Indiana State Prison 
before 
his 
sentence 
was 
re­ 
duced to lie says he can see 
situations in which he would de­ 
fend the death, 'penalty. 
Charles W„ Adams, 27, Hunt­ 
ington, was sentenced, to death 
in 1968 for the lovers’ lane slay­ 
ing of Burl Lyles, 23, Hunt­ 
ington. The sentence was re­ 
duced Tuesday by Judge Mor­ 
ris Hall of Grant Circuit Court 
as a result of the U.S. Supreme 
Court decision that capital pun­ 


ishment, as now administered, 
is unconstitutional. 
Adams said in a coyprighted 
interview 
w i t h 
the 
Marion 
Chronicle - Tribune 
Tuesday 
night, 
“ There very definitely 
are reasons for capital, punish­ 
ment. There are situations in 
which it should be imposed,, 
and. those convicted of those 
crim es should be given that 
sentence.” 
Adams, a school dropout who 
earned his high school diploma 
in the Marine Corps, said, “ lt 
is not a cruel and unusual d u u - 


ishment if imposed fairly. Trea­ 
son 
should 
be 
punished 
bv 
death. In a murder which is 
premeditated, planned and car­ 
ried 
t h rou gh.., per h a ps 
then, 
yes, the death penalty should 
be imposed.” 


Adams received two stays of 
e x e cu tio n 
one 27 days be­ 
fore a scheduled date with the 
electric chair and the other 26 
days before. 
The prisoner said use of capi­ 
tal 
punishment 
in 
cases 
in­ 
volving the death of a police of­ 


ficer is not administered fairly. 
“The policemen are not pro­ 
tected by this because there 
are people convicted of killing 
a police officer who are not 
sentenced, to death.” 


Adams, who. says he has read 
1,100 books including a. few on 
law while he’s been in prison, 
argued that placing the burden 
of asking the death penalty on 
the county prosecutor is unfair. 
Five men still remain under 
the death sentence at the stale 
prison.

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Indiana Revenue 
Commissioner 
In Crackdown 
I n d i a n a Revenue Com­ 
missioner. James O. Mathis, 
announced 
today 
'that the 
Department was instituting a 
crackdown on individuals and 
corporations that are required 
to pay Indiana Income Taxes 
on a quarterly basis but have 
neglected to do so. 
Under 
Indiana 
Law 
in­ 
dividuals who are required to 
file a Declaration for Federal 
Income Tax purposes 
are 
normally requied to file one also 
for State Income Tax. purposes 
and corporations who owe $25.00 
or more in Gross Income Tax 
during a quarter are required 
to file a quarterly corporation 
return and pay the tax. 
These provisions of Indiana 
Tax Law* have not been en­ 
forced 'in. previous years to the 
extent necessary to insure the 
proper 
payment 
of 
'In­ 
diana Taxes by individuals and 
c o r p o r a t i o n s . With the 
technology and equipment now 
available to the Department,, 
Mathis said, we are in a, 
position 
to enforce 
these 
provisions of the tax laws. 
Individuals who. should have 
filed a Declaration for the year 
1971 and fail to do so will 
receive 
a 
bill 
from 
'the 
Department for interest on. the 
amount of tax. they should have 
paid on a quarterly basis. 
We have, Mathis said, for two 
years been telling individual 
taxpayers that we were going 
to enforce the provisions of the 
statute concerning quarterly 
payments and it is now time 
we enforced the provisions. 
Although the number of in­ 
dividuals paying taxes on a 
quarterly basis has risen since 
1969 from 80.000 to over 130,000, 
there are still many taxpayers 
tht are not complying with this 
provision of the law. 
The billing for penalties and 
interest to corporations for 
failure to file quarterly retuns 
has been pursued for ap­ 
proximately six months and has 
been very effective in con­ 
vincing corporations to file 
quarterly returns as required. 
On July 24, all corporations 
required 
to 
file 
quarterly 
returns who had not were 
notified by letter to file quar­ 
terly returns within two weeks 
or face penalty and interest 
charges for failure to file. As 
a result, over 400 corporations 
filed quarterly returns 
and 
complied with the 
statute. 
Corporations not complying will 
be billed penalties and interest 
as provided for failure to file. 
Mo s t Hoosier taxpayers, 
Mathis said, have their Indiana 
Tax withheld from them by 
their employer on a weekly cr 
monthly basis and never see the 
money. Taxpayers whose taxes 
are not withheld are required 
by the law to remit their tax 
to the Department quarterly on 
April 15, June 15, September 15 
and January 15. We feel, Mathis 
said, that it is unfair to those 
t a x p a y e r s 
subject 
to 
Withholding to allow other 
taxpayers to avoid payment of 
the tax for up to one year and 
three months without paying 
penalties and interest.

As Chinese Chefs 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 
Fifteen Chinese-American im­ 
migrants have graduated from 
an unusual job-training school 
that ignores the adage about 
too many cooks. 
T h e 
men, 
all 
welfare 
recipients and mostly unem­ 
ployed when the program be­ 
gan. have qualified through the 
22-week course as international 
chefs, able to turn out the full 
range of continental cuisine. 
And, at a time when many 
training programs have trouble 
finding work for their gradu­ 
ates, all 15 have promises of 
good-paying jobs with presti­ 
gious local restaurants and 
clubs. 
“This is indeed a very happy 
day for us,” said Tony Fong, a 
graduate who, like his class­ 
mates, w’ore a chef’s white coat 
and cap at the ceremony 
Thursday. “We hope that many 
mere can share the bright fu­ 
ture that is ours.” 
A second class is scheduled 
to start at the end of the 
month, financed like the first 


by the Economic Opportunity 
Council and organized by the 
Chinatown branch of the Cali­ 
fornia Department of Human 
Resources. 
“It’s a very good field to go 
into,” said Steven Lee, human 
resources director. "There’s a 
real shortage of people who 
know continental cooking.” 
“So many restaurants are 
opening up,” said Sam Louie, 
the master chef who taught the 
students in the basement of the 
lecal Salvation Army. “They all 
need more men to stand at the 
stove, and to stand in the pan­ 
try.”“Most of them didn’t know an 
artichoke from an anchovy 
when they started,” said Lee. 
“But now they’ve mastered the 
art — they can make beef 
stroganoff. beef bourguignon, 
all the fine sauces.” 
The graduates, who have all 
qualified for membership in the 
Cooks Union as Class “A” in­ 
ternational cooks, will earn an 
average of $700 a month in 
their first jobs, Lee said.

McGovern Vows 
To End Wage, 
Price Controls

SPRINGFIELD, 111. (A P) — 
Sen. George McGovern, claim­ 
ing 
greater 
confidence 
than 
ever that he can beat President 
Nixon, 
has 
pledged 
to end 
wage-price controls within 90 
dajs after taking office. 
With little advance fanfare, 
the 
Democratic 
nominee de­ 
clared he would order a return 
to a free market upon ending 
the Vietnam war and reducing 
military spending. 
In comments to a group of Il­ 
linois 
labor 
leaders 
Tuesday 
night, McGovern said; “When 
the war is ended and waste is 
stopped, we can end wage and 
price controls, and I think that 
can be done within 90 days of 
the inauguration. And I’m com­ 
mitted to that goal.” 
McGovern’s economic pledge 
capped a day of campaigning 
Tuesday in Ohio and Illinois in 
which he asserted that Nixon 
himself was at least indirectly 
involved in an attempt to spy 
on Democratic National Com­ 
mittee headquarters in Wish- 
ington. 
McGovern planned to court 
the farm vote today after reap­ 
ing a new round of labor en­ 
dorsements Tuesday. 
As he addressed a cheering 
group of United Auto Workers 
near 
General Motors’ 
Lords- 
town, Ohio, plant the 1.4-mil­ 
lion-member union announced 
it had voted overwhelmingly to 
endorse the South Dakotan. 
At the same time, the Inter­ 
national Ladies Garment Work­ 
ers, with 450,000 members, ten­ 
dered its support by way of a 
unanimous executive-board de­ 
cision.
